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THE LONDON CONFERENCE 
The London conference Is making 


favorable progress. 
It is naturally a 


slow and tedious undertaking. Policies 
of long duration, fortified by experi- 
ence and by viewpoints that do not a!- 
-.vays take into consideration 
the 


changing world and the attitude and 
tendencies of other peoples, are on the 
program for alteration. The conference 
table is the place to adjust these dif- 
ferences, and invariably they yield to 
investigation and discussion. That is 
what is happening at London. 


One nation places the major empha- 


sis on battleships for national defense, 
another on cruisers of a certain type, 
and still another on submarines. "When 
their values and uses are placed under 
the microscope, and the motives that 
lie behind their uses freely 
ex- 


plained, their relationships and 
the 


Avhole subject may appear in a differ- 
ent light. Thus, we find Great Britain 
and the United States an near accord 
on the battleship and submarine, and 
France and Italy reported as willing 
to consider a modification of their for- 
mer partiality to the submarine. Even 
abolition of this type of vessel is gain- 
ing headway. 


A solution of the differences be- 


tween Italy and France over naval rar 
tio is being w"orkecl out along lines 
that had perhaps not occurred to any 
of the participants before'the conferees 
got together. 
It involves the accep- 


tance of a principle conceding the Ital- 
ian wishes, but which preser\ es rela- 
tively the status quo. 
The apparent 


controversy over the issue of tonnage 
reduction and regulation by categories 
or global limits is -showing signs of ad- 
justment. - 


On the whole, while there"is little of 


definite action to report, it is evident 
that much is being accomplished and 
that a spirit of accommodation and a 
sincere desire to produce_results that 
the world will, applaud exists among 
the delegates. The spirit thus far re- 
vealed is excellent, and may be regard- 
ed as distinctly liberal and progres- 
sive as contrasted with reaction. ^lore- 
over, the atmosphere among the con- 
ferees is optimistic, and this must be 
regarded as a good sign. 


The world should pay little atten- 


tion to the reports which seek to dis- 
credit or belittle what is being done, 
or which attempt to judge it as a fail- 
ure in advance. This always happens 
during an event oi the kind. 
Some of 


the reports are propaganda, some are 
from lack of information, some frorn 
overworked imagination and a few are 
purely malicious. The dispatches of 
special correspondents are ro be partic- 
ular!}- watched, unless the}- represent a 
great and reputable press organization 
like the Associated Press. "When there 
are real developments and real news to 
give to the world, its writers will re- 
port them. They are the best that are 
to be had for 
car>abi::tv and accu- 


racy, end they arc selco::i if c--er 
"beaten" by representatives of single 
newspapers. There is not the slightest 
reason up to this time for cesr-airing of 
tangible and notable results from the 
London conference. On the centra"}-, 
the indications are clecicec.v hr-pcfu'. 


MIGRATING AMERICANS

KWSPAPERl 


Foreign travel, especially travel to oth- 
er Sunny climes, is booming. 


The Florida come-back, which is 


naturally paralleled by that of south- 
ern California and other states of the 
southern tier, was inevitable. History 
shows that northern races have ahvays 
sought southern Avarmth and sunshine. 
They used to do their seeking in waves 
of immigration. 
Xo\v, thanks to im- 


proved transportation facilities, they 
can'achieve the main purpose by shift- 
ing Avith the climate, as birds do, re- 
turning north in the spring. Our south- 
erners, more and more, are coming to 
practice the same system in reverse, 
going north in the summer, and thus 
preserving the balance. 


MEXICO STILL TRUE TO FORM 


The attempted assassination of Pas- 


cual Ortiz Rubio, ne\v president of 
Mexico, on the occasion of his inaugu- 
ration shows that the republic con- 
tinues to run true to form. Force and 
violence still occupy a large part of 
the popuiar mind! Constitutional and 
responsible government are nebulous 
conceptions. There is a parallel, per- 
haps only mildly applicable and yet ou 
sonic force, between the tenacity with 
which the South continues to substi- 
tute lynchings for constituted author- 
ity. 
It prefers to take the law into its 


o-.vn hands rather than have it execut- 
ed Ly the government. It has been the 
South's conception of vengeance, pro- 
tection and the preservation of hon- 
or. So, too, the Mexican's conception of 
political freedom and social gain lies 
in license to kill and usurp. 
He be- 


lieves the road to his betterment lies 
in constant turmoil and 
revolution, 


and that violence is at the basis of hu- 
man progress. Like the South, he can- 
not grasp the distinctive facts that un- 
derlie true progress and enlightenment. 


The attempt upon the life of Presi- 


dent Rubio was, it appears, purely po- 
litical. It was like many assassinations 
which have preceded it in Mexico. 
Each one of them, ~ia.. all probability, 
has retarded the growth of political 
and economic betterment, delayed re- 
forms and operated against the true in- 
terests of the nation- and its people. 
The;.- are nine times out .of ten point- 
less and,, aimless, merely reflecting the 
ignorance and destructive passion with 
which political questions are interpret- 
ed. .Mexico needs peace and-order more 
than anything else. It is only in such 
an atmosphere that her,basic problems 
can be worked out. She must learn to 
stand before she can walk, and this her 
firebrands and-a susceptible populace 
Avill not permit her to do. 


UP TO OLD TRICKS 


Mexico, tired-of Soviet meddling 


with -her affairs, withdraws her lega- 
tion from Moscow and hands the R.US- 
sian government a stinging rebuke. 
The particular cause, of the action was 
the series ot communist demonstra- 
tions before the Mexican embassies in 
Washington, Buenos Aires and 
Rio 


Janeiro. The Moscow authorities, Mex- 
ico maintains, were responsible 
lor 


those demonstrations. The Mexican 
government says it has tried to main- 
tain friendly relations with the Rus- 
sian government, but the latter has 
made it impossible. 


This action interests Americans from 


two angles. 
It is reassuring about 


Mexico, which manv people in this 
country recently believed to be in ac- 
tive sympathy with Russian commun- 


ism. 
It indicates that the Soviet crowd, 


in spite of protestations to the con- 
trary, are stilT up to the same old 
tricks. 


Thc statesmen at Moscow ahvays 


insist that their government is misun- 
derstood and abused, and try to give 
an impression that there is a general 
conspiracy abroad to wreck their po- 
litical system and destroy Russia. 
There has beer, considerable 
unfair- 


"css to Russia, no doubt, but not so 
much as they suggest. Other nations 
show more and more disposition 
to 


give even Russian 
communism 
a 


chance to make good. But the Moscow 
leaders usually :::ake it 
impossible.-, 


by interfering i:i-olc:itSy i:i other :ia- 
t:o:is" a:tairs 43.110 intruding their coin- 
ir.unisni where it is not wanted. "Live 
ar.d let live." is a principle that should 
work both ways. 
The other nations 


will be decent to Russia if she will be 
decent to them. 


Post>Mortem

So far 13 of them 
have been exploded.

damage has been approximately S9,- 
GOO compared with $1,713 for 1929 
and S960 for 192S. 


"Formerly most of the 
bombs 


thrown in the racket industry were 
sort of calling cards,"' Mr. Hotstetter 
said. 
"They warned that the pro- 


prietor of the store o rthe provider 
o£ service would do well to follow 
the racket orders. It is evident that 
more and more the bombs are of the 
business type—for damage." 


During the past eight years in Chi- 


cago, 774 bombs bar- been thrown. 
TV.o convictions for bombing have 
been obtained and five convictions 
for conspiracy to bomb. Mr. Hot- 
stetter explains that it is so simple 
a matter to make the typical "pine- 
appie" that an effective check to the 
syndicates is extremely difficult. 


Boldness of the present day rack- 


eteer is indicated by a typical case 
in Hinsdale, a suburb of Chicago, 
where a bomb "was thrown early this 
week into the rear of a movie where 
400 persons, mostly children, were 
seated. 


The owner of the theater had been 


•named, to employ two operators at a 
total of S20S a week. He could not af- 
ford this and oSered to pay S104.SO a 
week to one. It was two or none. 
Then his film service was shut off 
1-y one of the country's largest agen- 
ties. He went to their office and 
while there, according to his story, 
he was taken in hand by three big 
cruisers, slugged, one eye badly'in- 
jured, four teeth kicked out and shot 
in the leg. 


The story is typical of scores of 


others that can be heard in Chicago. 
They are beginning to be heard in 
other cities as well and according to 
Mr. Hotstetter, only vigorous action 
can solve the problem created.
